KILL ALL OTHER BOOSTS. 


Vice President, Judges (Supreme 
and Otherwise), Speaker, 
and Department Heads 
Get It in Neck. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—{ Special. }— 
The house of representatives today made a 
terrific and successful Onslaught upon the 
senate amendments to the appro- 
priation bill increasing the of the 
president, vice president, speaker of the 
house, and federal judges.. The house also 
bombarded the amendment creating the office 


of under secretary of state at 1 yearly | 


salary of $10,000. 

All increases except that of the seinen 
were swept from the bill,.and after a spirited 
debate the president's salary was fixed at 
$75,000, bat only after his allowance of . 
000 for traveling expenses had been cut off. 

The house devoted more than six hours to 
the elimination of salary amendments, and at 


the conclusion of the final vote, sent the bill 


hack to conference, instructing the house 


conferees to reject all increases save the 


$25,000 allowed the president. 

There was an animated debate on the gen- 
eral subject of ing salaries at this time, 
in the face of a rapidly growing deficit in the 
treasury. 

Watehdogs from the West. 

Opposition to the proposed increases was 
voiced by Representatives Clark of Missouri, 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, Mann of Illinois, 
and Stanley of Kentucky. The increases 
were advocated by Representatives Cockran 
and Sulzer of New York, Bingham of Penn- 
sylvania, and Gillette of Massachusetts. 

By a vote of 141 to 168 the house refused 
to comcur in the senate’s action fixing the 
president's salary at $100,000. Before the an- 
nouncement was made Speaker Cannon di- 
rected that his name be recorded in the 
affirmative. 

An ynusual scene followed. Members were 
on their feet in a general scramble for recog- 
nition for motions of one sort or another. 

The speaker, unruffied by his besiegers. 

held that a motion by Mr. Watson of Indiana 
to recede from the amendment and amend 
it so as to make the salary $75,000 was prefer- 
ential. Mr. Watson sought to shut off debate 
by moving the previous question, and on that 
proposition the roll again was called. 
The previous question was ordered, and on 
the vote being taken on the adoption of the 
amendment it was carried, 163 to 140, amid 
Republican applause. 


Small Salary; Large Popularity. 

The Illinois delegation divided on vote on 
president's salary. Wilson, Knopf, Boutell. 
Foss, Fuller, McKinney; Prince, Graff; Me- 
Kinley, Rodenberg. and Cannon voting for 
the senate amendment, while Mann, Madden. 
Sabath, Snapp, Rainey, Foster, and Chap- 
man voting against both the $100,000 and the 
$75,000 provision. 

J. R. Mann of Chicago, who made one of the 
principal speeches in opposition to the in 
creases, made this comment: 

“If you wish to keep the incoming prest- 
dent popular with the people you should not 
handicap him by increasing his salary.’’ 

Representative Hobson of Alabama point- 
ed out that the army and navy officers 
and federal judges after reaching a stipulated 
age were given retired pay. The president, 
he argued, should have some equivaient to 
retired pay and on that ground he advocated 
increasing his salary to $100,000. Champ 
Clark, leader of the minority eame back with 
this: 

It the president is to get an increase of 
salary of $50,000 that amount should be placed 
in the treasury to his credit and paid to him 
at the close of his term. Presidents always 
spend every dollar of their salary and if we 
paid him $100,000 he would spend it all before 
the close of hist 


Wallop Vice President, Too. 


Previous to fixing the president’s salary 
the house had refused to increase the salary 
of the speaker to $15,000 (as fixed by the 
senate), Mr. Tawney announcing that the 
speaker was satisfied with his present 
stipend. 

The house then took up the item increasing 
the salary of the vice president from $12,000 
to $15,000. Representative Gillett of New 
York observed that inasmuch as the house 
would not consent to any increase in the 
salary of its speaker, it was manifest it would 
reject the proposal to increase the com- 
pensation of the viee president. He moved 
the house disagree to that amendment of the 
senate. 

Champ Clark, consistent with hie previous 
arguments, objected to the raise for the vice 
president. 

“The speaker deserves $15,000 more than 
| the vice president does, said he, turning 
and addressing Speaker Cannon. Tou do 
more work than the vice president. Tou are 
not a mere figurehead. Sometimes you are 
pretty? near the whole thing.” 

The vice president's salary was then wet 
back at $12,000. 

The house derived much amusement out of 
the Lodge amendment, providing for an 
„ under secretary of state at a salary of 
$10,000. A long debate was precipitated by 
Mr. Bingham, who offered an amendment 
calling the new official ‘‘ vice secretary in- 
stead of under secretary,” and reducing 
the salary from $10,000 to $7,500. . 

Ridicule the Proposition. 


Strenuous objection and ridicule even came 
from all sides to both the titles. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald in defining the word under said it 
meant, among other things, the under dog 
or goat, and in international usage the na- 
tion that had been defeated in an interna- 
tional settlement. 

The charge having been made in several 
quarters that the United States was trying 
to ape foreign powers, Mr. Denby of 
Michigan disclaimed such a suggestion. The 
“dea: he said, was to make the department 
conform to the diplomatic usage of all the 
world, » 

The amendment. was vigorously supported 
by Mr. Watson of Indiana, while Mr. Mann 
of Illinois, in opposing the proposed creation 
of both the offices of under secretary and 


fourth assistant secretary, maintained that: 


it was simply another way of giving office to 
two additional persons. 

Without an opportunity being afforded to 
vote on the Bingham amendment, the house

LOVELY RIOT IN LONDON. 


Fight 2 peg Ineluding Aristo- 


» Land in Dungeon Cells. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Feb. 24.—Suffragettes made two 
successive attempts to raid the house of com- 
mons tonight, but both failed. Twenty-eight 
demonstrators were arrested. 

The program of assault was a repetition of 
previous ones. The proceseion of militant fe- 
males started from Caxton hall nominally to 
present a petition to Mr. Asquith. The wom- 
en were permitted to reach the Palace yard, 
but there they were told by officials that the 
prime minister was absent and it was added 
he would not receive them even if he were 
present. 

‘women then tried to push their way in. 
they were resisted they fought and 
struggled desperately with the obvious inten- 
tion of being arrested. The police after long 
suffering forbearance used less tenderness 
and rushed the women toward the crowd of 
onlookers. These latter were unsy mpathetic 
and refused to let the women through, push- 
ing them back into the police ranks. 

A big rough and tumble followed. One suf- 
fragette got a jab in her nose from a police- 
man’e elbow and while the claret flowed she 
abouted denunciations of police brutality. 

More Expeditions Set Forth. 
Word of the reception of this deputation 
being brought to Caxton hall, where the suf- 
fragettes were in session, much excitement 
ensued. Mrs. Saul Solomon volunteered to 
lead a second delegation. This in effect met 
the same fate, but led to miore exciting street 
scenes and a much larger number of arrests. 

A third attempt was then organized at the 
hall, but thie time the destination of the 
deputation was Brooks’ club, where the 
premier was dining. Near St. James’ pal- 
ace a large body of police descended upon 
the procession, which was compelled to break 
ranks, and several more arrests were made. 
Only two or three of the women reached the 
doors of the club, where they were inter- 
cepted by the police and compelled to — 
don the enterprise. 

Mrs. Solomon, in returning from the first 
expedition, apologized to the meeting for 
her failure to get arrested. She said she 
bad done her best and would lead another at- 
tempt. All the expeditions were given mu- 
sical honors when they set forth, the band 
playing the Marseiliaise.”’ 

Titled Ladies in Limbo. 

The situation has taken on an embarrass- 
ing aspect for the government owing to the 
high. social position of many among some 
thirty or more women arrested, these includ- 
ing Mre. Pethick Lawrence, Lady Constance 
Lytton, sister of Lord Lytton and daughter 
of the former viceroy of India; Miss Strat- 
ford Dugdale, daughter of Commander Dug- 
dale and cousin of the Hon. William R. W. 
Peel, who was elected yesterday in a by- 
election as member of the house of commons 
for Taunton; Miss Daisy Solomon, daughter 
of the ex-premier of Cape Colony, and Mrs. 
Catherine Elizabeth Corbett, an aristocratic 
supporter of the suffragette movement. 

The women were locked up for the night 
and will be arraigned in the Bow street court. 
The demonstrations tonight did not occasion 
such scenes of roughness and violence as on 
some former occasions, but the leaders of the 
movement declare their intention to adopt 
still more forcible methods. 

The speakers at the parlament were 
most earnest. Miss Christabel Pankhurst, 
during the course of a speech, said: 

When I speak of stronger measures I 
speak in all earnestness. We value neither 
our liberty nor our lives unless the women 
of this country get a vote.”

The suffragists were more vehement in 
their applause than those opposed to the 
ballot for women, but the anti-suffragists 
were much in evidence and argued at length 
in support of their contention that their 


‘opposition was not due to class or sex feel- | 


ing or partisanship of any sort, nor a weak 
desire to avoid responaſbility. 


Mrs. Elihu Root an “Anti.” 


United States Senator Elect Elihu Root. 
whose wife is one of the vice presidents of 
the New York state association opposed to 
woman suffrage, dropped in at the hearing, 
and stood for a time listening to the argu- 
ments of the anti-suffragists. 

Mr. Root strolled into the assembly ham, 
ber duging the hearing. He had come oss 
tensibly to call upon Speaker Wadsworth. 
During his short stay he contrived, however, 
to make himself visible to the chalrman ot the 
senate judiciary committee, Senator George 
A. Davis, algo to mention casually that he is 
unalterably opposed to woman suffrage. 

Within a few moments Mrs. Julia Heath, 
one of the foremost antis, representative of 
the National League for Civic Education of 
Women, appeared struggling through the 
throng of .eminine standers at the entrance. 
Turning, Senator Davis saw Mrs. Heath and 
with a gesture tendered her the onby seat in 
view. 

It was a combination of seemingly acci- 
dental circumstances, but Mr. Root’s call 
and Mrs. Heath's elevation apparently de- 
termined the entire attitude of the commit- 
tee. 


Anti-Vote Leaders Announced. 


Mrs/ Arthur M. Dodge of New York, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the asso- 
ciation opposed to suffrage, announced the 
names of the speakers on that side, and Mrs. 
Henry Villard of New York, chairman of the 
legislative committee of the New Tork 
Woman Suffrage association, marshaled the 
forces of the suffragists. The Rev. Anna 
Howard Shaw, president of the National 
Woman Suffrage association, led the forces 
of the suffragettes, making the principal ar- 
gument in their behalf. 

When Assemblyman Toombs arose to ex- 
plain his bill he was greeted with a storm of 
applause from the suffragists. He declared 
that it would be a moral uplift to the empire - 
state to report the bill, and that when a 
man of the judicial mind of William H. Taft 
had come out for woman suffrage there ought 
to be some argument in favor of reporting the 
measure. 

Looks Good in South Dakota. 

Pierre, S. D., Feb. 24—An equal suffrage 
bill was passed by the house today by a vote 
of 68 to 28. As a Uke bill was carried in the 
senate early in the session and barely failed 
in the house, suffragettes are jubilant over 
the outlook tonight. 


GANGWAY OF LINER FALLS; 
TEN KILLED, SEVENTEEN HURT 


Members of Crew of Kaiserin Auguste 
Victoria Among Victims of Accident 
at Wharf at Hamburg. 


HAMBURG, Feb., 24.—Ten persons were 
killed and seventeen injured tonight through 
the slipping of a gangway between the wharf 
and the steamer Kaiserin Auguste Victoria, 
which was being loaded preparatory to gall- 
ing for New York on Saturday next. No pas- 
sengers were among the victims. 

Those on the gangway when the accident 
occurred included members of the crew, 
stevedores, and stewardesses. They were 
dashed into the water, which was covered 
with thick drift ice. The majority of them 
sustained broken bones and several were 
badly crushed. 

Only seventeen of them were rescued, and 
the officials estimate the dead, some of whose 
bodies have not yet been recovered, as ten 
or more.

Practically Certain Chicago Man

Taft Has Busy Day in New York and 
Good Time at Theater. 


New York, Feb. 24.—President Diect WII 
iam H. Taft today completed his cabinet by 
the offer of the treasury portfolio and its 
acceptance. That the offer was made to and 
accepted by Franklin MacVeagh of Chicago 
ig as near a positive statement of what is 
believed to be the fact as may be made in the 
face of an absolute refusal by Mr. Taft to 
throw any light on the most interesting sit- 
uation. a 

It is vaguely hinted that there are things 
to be accomplished in Washington before an 
announcement may be properly made. Mr. 
Taft,’ however, justifies his silence on the 
ground that he some time ago declared that 
he would give out no information regarding 
the makeup of his cabinet until he was ready 
to announce it in its entirety and in an offi- 
cia] manner. 


News to Be Made Public Soon. 


He gave a bold hint tonight, however, that 
it might be possible for him to divulge the 
identity of his latest cabinet acquisition 
in the near future, but he at once qualified 
the hint with an expression of doubt, 

In spite of strong belief that Mr. Mac- 
Veagh had been offered the treasury port- 
folio and had already accepted or would ac- 
cept, there were reports that the name of A. 
B. Hepburn, former controller of the curren- 
cy, and of New York, bad figured largely in 
the conferences on the subject. It was de- 
clared that shoulé anything arise to eliminate 
Mr. MacVeagh from the list, as it is now un- 
defstood to stand, Mr. Hepburn would be se- 
lected to take his place. : 

Mr. Taft's request brought Frank H. 
Hitchcock from Washington early today, and 
the two were in long conference twice, C. P. 
Taft, who got here from Cincinnati this 
morni participating in the first confer- 
ence. Prat the conferences had to do with 
the treasury secretaryship was not denied.

In vain did the con- 
Auctor state thut he was perfectly satisfied 
with the accompaniment. The aggrieved mu- 
sicilans promptly proposed that the conductor 
should write to the critic and state that the 
accompaniment was perfectly satisfactory. 

Conductor Wild coneulted with officers of 
the Apollo club and it was decided that the 
club gave public musical performantes, in- 
vited public criticia&, and thet it would be 
most improper to object to such criticism of 
any part of the performance. : 

Then for a time trouble was threatened. 
Officers of the club and the orchestra are 
unwilling to say just how serious.the matter 
became, but it is reported that some mem- 
bers of the orchestra hinted that they would 
make the Tuesday night performance an un- 
usual one unless the letter was written. 

The orchestra members were told that their 
own leader, Mr. Stock, would be called in to 
conduct if threats were made and the matter 
quieted down so that the Tuesday night per- 
formance passed off sméothly. 


| Secretary Kinsey Makes Statement. 

C. D. Kinsey, secretary of the Apollo 
club, said during the day: There is no 
more tfOuble. Everything has been settled. 
Some of the members of the orchestra were 
sensitive at a criticism made of the work 
of the players: They found a spokesman 
who brought the matter to the attention of 
the chib’s conductor, Mr. Wild. Although he 
said he was perfectly satisfied, some mem- 
bers of the orchestra thought a letter should 
Be written to that effect. 

The members of the orchestra are all 
thorough musicians and feel criticism keen- 
ly. In this case they declared that adverse 
comment was totally undeserved. It is cer- 
tainly not the club’s province to take any 
action upon public criticism, however, and 
no. letter will be written. There was some 
little feeling on the part of some players, 
but the Tuesday performance went off 
smoothly and there will be no further 
trouble.

NATHAN STRAUS INDCRSES

Real Pasteurization as Qpposed to the 
‘“Commercial’ Sort Pronounced a 
Means of Saving Lives. 


Additional testimony in favor of pasteur- 
ized milk was given yesterday in a letter re- 
ceived by Health Commissioner Evans from 
Nathan Straus the New York philanthropist, 
who established stations for free distribu- 
tion of pasteurized milk on the east side in 
New York. His letter in part follows: 

“the so-called ‘commercial pasteuriza- 
tion,” heating milk for half a minute, is a 
fake and a fraud, for it merely preserves the 
milk and does not kill the disease germs. 

On the other hand, as you point out, real 
pasteurization does kill the tuberculosis 
dacim and effectually prevents the milk from 

g tuberculosis and other diseases. 

“Dr. Rosenau, director of the hygieniec 
laboratory at Washington, fixes twenty min- 
utes at 140 degrees as the minimum at which 

can be secured and he cités the most 
— 2 authorities of the acientific worl to 
the effect that such pasteurization is neces- 
sary and does kill the germs.” 

“I am glad to receive this encouragement 
from Mr. Straus,” Health Commissioner 
vane said. “ His experience for the last 
seventeen years in feeding children with pas- 
teurized milk makes his opinion of value and 
I am glad to feel that he approves the stand

Only One Piece Is Missing, to 
Make Room for Psyche Knot. 


SLICED BRIMS THE FASHION. 


National Milliners Say No Two Will Be 
Alike This Year. 


Emergencies mold destinies—Shakspeare 
has expressed the fact in language slightly 
different, and it was proved last evening to 
hold good even in the destiny of the spring 
hat. 

A new style of brim was shown at the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Milliners in the 
Palmer house, and it owes its ornamental 
existence to the sudden rise to favor of the 
peyche knot. It consists of a perfectly nor- 
mal brim around three-quarters of the crown, 
with a pie shaped piece removed from its 
circular course across the rear, and through 
this crevice rises in monumental billows the 
intricacies of the new psyche knot. 

In history its existence doubtless is o-

Make Virtue of Necessity. 


Thus, making a virtue out of their neces- 
sity, the milliners made an opening for the 
new coif and converted it into the decoration 


of the season. In one of the directoire hats. 


this opening is topped by a long, flat bow 
of soft satin ribbon with streamers that draw 
under the chin, outlining in their course the 
artistic lines of the psyche knot. 

In another, the opening is bound in bright 
colored satin, and flowers are placed on its 
edge to fall gracefully on the psyche knot. 

After this innovation, the next startling 
„movement outlined was the new practice 
of making all parts of the hat by hand. The 
crown and the brim, and, as the Audubon 
society should rejoice to know, even the 
birds are this spring hand made.

‘CAR TRAILERS SOON TO 60 


Old Type of Chicago Transporta- 
tion Being Supplanted. 


ONLY 92 ARE STILL IN USE. 


Of These 82 Are to Be Taken Off With- ! 


im a Few Days. 


The doom of the street car trailer in Chicago 
is sealed. One by one these ancient vehicles 
that have tried the patience of two genera- 
tions of the traveling public are going upon 
the scrap pile out at Lake street and Fortieth 
avenue. In a few months they will have dis- 
appeared entirely from the streets, 

Of the hundreds of trailers once operated by 
the north and west side street car companies 
only ninety-two remain in use at the present 


time These are on the Lincoln, Ashland, 


Western, and Kedzie avenue lines. The thir- 
ty-two old fashioned cars still being trailed 
on the Lincoln avenue line are to be taken off 
and relegated to oblivion by the first of next 
week and then the only examples of the 
genus will be found on the lines on the far 
weet side. 


Company Gets More Time. 

The City railway, which operates on the 
south side, got rid of its trailers more than 
a year ago, but not till the beginning of this 
year was the Chicago Railways company in 
& position to substitute the modern for the 
ancient cars. The franchise ordinance under 
which the north and west side concern is 
operating provides that no trailers shall be 
used after the expiration of one year from 
the date of passage of this ordinance.”” The 
time limit expired Feb. 11, 1908, but on ac- 
count of the inability of the company to 
provide the new rolling stock the city made 
no effort to enforce the provision. 

Up to date the company has retired 560 of 
the nerve racking sardine boxes on wheels. 
From the Madison street, the Milwaukee 
avenue, and the North Clark street and 
Evaneton avenue lines 150 cars were sent to 
the scrap heap. Then there were 20 from 
the Division street, 26 from the Ogden ave- 
nue, 80 from the Blue Island avenue, and 9 
from the Sheffield avenue lines. There were 
scores more from minor lines and a whole 
barnful that were on the point of retirement 
at the time the ordinances were passed. 


Some of the Cars Sold. 


The cars, as rapidly as they were rele- 
gated, were seni out to the barns at Lake 
street and Fortieth avenue, where there are 
two switch tracks connected with an oe 
coal chute.

OHIO PERILS MANY “TOWNS. 


Storms in South Cause Total ef Thir- 
teen Deaths in Day. 


Cincinnati. O., Feb. 24.—The Ohio river 
passed the flood stage of fifty feet here this 
afternoon, while nearly all points up and 
down the river and on the larger tributaries 
reported flood conditions. : 

Coal men worked all night to protect barges 
containing 10,000,000 bushels of coal, now in 
harbor here. The official prediction of at 
least 58 feet by tomorrow forecasts the aban- 
donment of the Grand Central raſlroad sta- 
tion.

California Congressman’s Measure Pro- 
poses Operation in Connection with 
Panama Railroad Company’s Line. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—Representa- 
tive McLachlan, of California today intro- 
duced a bill dirécting the Panama railroad 
company to operate a line of steamers be- 
tween the principal American ports of the 
Pacific coast and the western terrhinus of 
the railroad at Panama.

Chiperfield Resolution Leshed 
Through House and Senate. 


AUTHOR MAKES AN ADDRESS 


Springfield Legislators Hear of ‘‘Mil- 
lions’’ Due the State. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDEYT.) 

, Springfield, III., Feb. 24.—[{Special.]—Rep- 
resentative Chiperfield’s resolution for an 
investigation of the lake front lands and the 
riparian richte along the lakes and nav- 
igable streams of the state was whipped 
through the legislature today with a rush, 
but the senate may make an attempt to re- 
consider it in the morning. 

Lieut. Gov. Oglesby’s gavel put it through 
the genate, although Senator Jones and the 
members of the new senate steering commit- 
tee were endeavoring to have consideration 
postponed until ig ter. 

Senator Gardner of the old guard” backed 
up the Heutenant governor's efforts. He 
made the speechés and the motichs in favor 
of immediate adoption, and Mr. Oglesby de- 
mr them carried without waiting for rol) 

In the house, where the resolution was in- 
troduced by Mr. Chiperfield, it was passed 
unanimously, although Representative Poul- 
ton of South Chicago raised the question that 
it endeavored, by a legislative process, to do 
what was the privilege, if not the duty, of the 
attorney general to do at any time withoyt 
legislative action. 


Admits Attorney General’s Power. 
Mr. Chiperfield admitted that the attorney 


general had the power to investigate the con- 


dition of titles along the lake front, but that 
he had not feund time to go so, and that the 
legislative committee was desired to help out 
along th lines. ‘ 

It is explained “ out of court that one of 
the reasons inclining the house organization 
to * this particular trouble for the firms 


given Senater Hopkins by some of the busi- 
ness interésts of Chicago, particularly the 
unos Steel company, which will be n- 
volved in an investigation of lake shore 
may be started.

It still remains necessary for the appro- 
priations committees of the two houses to 
recommend out a bill appropriating $10,000 
for the expenses of the investigating com-

mitte as proposed in the resolution, and for 


such a bill to pass the two houses and be’ 
ed by the governor. 

It is not believed that a work of such mag- 
nitude proposed can be attempted without a 
special appropriation, and the management 
in the ‘senate still controls the situation 
through its control of the appropriations 
committee in th@ upper branch. | 

Mr. Shurtleff and Mr. Oglesby may wait

‘THE NATIONAL LEAD COMPANY 


Move Openly Admitted to Follow Dis- 
covery That Independent Concerns 
Are Cutting Rates to Get Contracts. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 24.—[(Special.)—Fol- 
lowing the initiative of the United States 
Steel corporation, the National Lead com- 

hee declared an open market for lead 

4 its products. This move is openly’ ad- 
mitted to be due to the discovery that the in- 
dependent lead companies were cutting rates 
on every hand to secure contracts. 


ACTION IS DENIED HERE. 

The Chicago offices of the National Lead 
company deny reports from Pittsburg to the 
effect that the company has declared an 
open market on lead and all its products be- 
cause independent companies have slashed, 
rates to obtain contracts. Paint men also 
profess to be in ignorance of a cut. 

“I am positive there is no truth in the re- 
port,” said Charlies E. Field, assistant man- 
ager of the Chicago branch of the National 
Lead company. I would have heard of it 
immediately, but I haven't been informed of 
any change. I baven't noticed that the in- 
dependent companies have been particularly 
active.

PRINT PAPER AND WOOD PULP. 

The recommendations of Representative 
Mann's committee on print paper and 
wood pulp are based on an unusyally 
thorough inguiry. The committee did not 
confine itself to hearings at Washington, 
but visited paper and pulp mills in sey- 
eral parts of the country. It was hardly 
to be expected that a ¢ommittee made up 
of Republicans and Democrats would be 
of one mind about a question involving 
tariff duties, but in this instance there is 
a unanimous report. That gives all the 
more weight to its retommendations. It 
is impossible to see how congress can dis- 
regard them when it gets to the revision 
of the tariff. 

The committee recommends that the 
duty on one grade of print paper be low- 
ered one-half and on efiother two-thirds. 
| Existing conditions warrant a total re- 
mission of the duty, but the committee 
went as far as it could have been expect- 
ed to go and much farther than the paper 
trust hoped it would go. If the duties 
were to come down as proposed its prices 
would have to come down. 

The committee récomthends that me- 
chanically ground wood pulp be admit- 
ted free except when the product of a 
country imposing an export tax. It could 
well have gone farther and recommended 
placing chemical pulp, which is largely 
imported, on the free list. Then inde- 
pendent manufacturers 
ebundant supply of cheap raw material 
and become formidable competitors of 
j the trust.

with mechanically ground wood pulp on 
hee free. list. It would mean cheaper 
print paper.

primary law. If the voters take no in- 
terest im the offices to be filled or in the 
men who are to fill them, the “slate” 
will go through. A man whose selection 
is a challenge to the best elements in the 
party to tern out and fight him is likely 
to be rejected. Defeats of that kind will 
not be courted by party leaders. 
Tuesday's vote was too small, but it 
was larger, probably, than it would have 
been under the old primary system. 
Whatever may be the shortcomings of the 
direct primary, it is fair to believe it is

RepMes to Mme. Marchest. 

Chicago, Feb. 24.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
In answer to the article of Feb, 22, “Ameri- 
cans Hit by Marchesi,“ I should like to make 
a few remarks, While studying in this valued 
school for three years I saw no behavior 
among the American giris whieh would par- 
ticularly single them out as wanting in good 
manners. 

It is easy to learn foreign languages where 
they are to be had neat door. But we ere 
a great distance from Europe and it is doubly 
hard to acquire more than a reading knowl, 
edge of them at home. 

I noticed, however, that most pupils not 
living in France had to learn French and 
Italian after they reached Paris for the ro- 
quirements of Mme. Marchesi's school. As 
to musical equipment, Emma Nevada, Emma 
Eames, and myself met the distinguished 
teacher's demands as well as other pupils 
(if we may judge dy our further work in life), 
and 1 trust we know our own language. But 
should Mme. Marchesi’s remarks be worthy 
of attention. then it iz time for the American 
girl to vie with those of other countries as to 
a knowledge of her own language first; of 
music and foreign languages next, and as to 
behavior. 

But best of all would be to have her remain 
in America, where she can now be as well 
taught as in Europe and to foree the Ameri- 


can public to recognise her talents here, 


without a foreign training, and later we shall 
in a position to resent unjust remarks 
which are apt to flow in a little too rapidly 
from.the other side, where we go, spend our 
money, and do not always learn better 
morals than in our own pu h country. 

I have the greatest affection for Mme. Mar- 
chesi and admiration for her incomparable 
talents. I have learned foreign languages; 
but I have found out by experience that in 
the city of Chicago there is much which I 
sought in vain for in Burope, and that we 
need not leave our own home to be well man- 
nered, to be artistic, or cultivated. But all 
this requires the strength of character neces- 
sary for the battles of life, and it rests with 
us if we wish, in the future, to be singled out 
for criticism or for praise.”
